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REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  AT 
THE  81st  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


THE  81st  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Nottingham  and  Midland  Eye  Infirmary  was  held  in 
the  Infirmary  Annexe,  25  Regent  Street,  Nottingham, 
on  Thursday,  1st  May,  1941. 

His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland  (President),  occupied  the 
Chair,  and  was  supported  by  the  Sheriff  (Councillor  J.  Levin), 
and  the  following  members  of  the  Committee  :  Alderman  J.  N. 
Derbyshire  (Chairman),  A.  Brownsword,  Esq.,  (Vice-Chairman), 
Sir  Jesse  Hind,  Messrs.  J.  Mowl,  E.  H.  Wilson,  G.  W.  Tett,  A.  E. 
Eberlin,  G.  Terry,  Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart- Smith,  Dr.  Thomson 
Henderson,  Dr.  A.  Christie  Reid  ;  the  Matron  (Miss  F.  M. 
Drakes),  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  T.  Russell  Moore).

The  Duke. of  Portland  said:  Mr.  Sheriff,  I  am  sure  every¬ 
body  will  be  glad  to  welcome  you  here  to-day,  and  yet  at  the 
same  time  I  feel  that  we  all  very  much  regret  the  absence  of 
the  Lord  Mayor.  I  regret  that  the  reason  he  is  not  here  is  that 
he  is  not  well  :  I  hope  that  before  long  his  illness  will  take  a 
favourable  course  and  that  he  will  be  restored  to  health  and 
vigour. 
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Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  am  delighted  to  have  the  honour, 
and  I  assure  you  that  it  is  a  very  great  pleasure  to  me  to  preside 
once  again  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Governors  of  the 
Nottingham  and  Midland  Eye  Infirmary.  My  presence  here 
testifies  to  that  ;  in  fact  I  have  been  present  for  so  many  years 
that  Alderman  Derbyshire  has  said  that  he  only  remembered 
me  to  be  absent  once  and  not  take  the  chair.  I  well  remember 
that  occasion  because  I  was  prevented  from  coming  by  an 
absolutely  impenetrable  fog,  but  my  wife,  having  more  courage 
and  energy,  managed  to  get  through. 


I  know  that  you  all  have  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report,  and 
before  moving  its  adoption  I  will  venture,  as  I  have  generally 
done,  to  comment  upon  one  or  two  points  which  seem  to  me  of 
special  interest.  I  think  you  will  agree  that  it  is  very  satis¬ 
factory  to  know  that  in  spite  of  unavoidable  difficulties  and 
changes  in  routine  caused  by  the  war  the  work  of  this  Infirmary 
has  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year  without  undue 
disturbance  and  it  has  been  carried  on,  too,  with  the  customary 
skill  and  success.  You  will  see  from  the  very  useful  statistics 
given  in  the  Report  that  in  the  out-patients’  department  the 
figures  for  1940  show  a  decrease  when  compared  with  those  for 
the  previous  year,  for  the  total  number  of  attendances  has 
declined  from  29,596  in  1939,  to  26,850  during  last  year. 
Foreign  bodies  extracted  from  the  eye  and  other  casualties  have 
decreased  from  6,521  to  5,439.  No  doubt  the  Committee  is 
quite  right  in  suggesting  that  transport  difficulties  and  the  very 
disagreeable,  if  absolutely  necessary,  black-out  are  mainly 
responsible  for  this  temporary  decline  in  the  numbers.  The 
In-patients’  department,  on  the  other  hand,  has  had  an  excep¬ 
tionally  busy  year.  The  904  admissions  are  the  highest  ever 
recorded  and  the  number  of  operations  performed— that  is  627 — 
is,  I  believe,  the  highest  number  of  operations  performed  for 
many  years  past. 


With  questions  of  finance  I  certainly  do  not  propose  to 
deal.  Our  very  able  friend  and  Chairman,  Alderman  Derbyshire, 
I  have  no  doubt,  will  explain  them  with  his  customary  accuracy 
and  lucidity,  and  I  have  no  wish  to  steal  his  thunder,  even  if  I 
were  capable  of  trying  to  do  so,  which  I  certainly  am  not ;  so  I 
will  merely  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  total 
ordinary  income  for  the  year  was  £8,043,  and  that  is,  I  believe, 
a  record  figure  for  any  year  in  the  history  of  the  Infirmary.  That 
is  quite  satisfactory  and  I  don’t  propose  to  say  another  word 
about  it. 


►Since  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  various  changes  have  taken 
place  among  the  Honorary  Officers.  I  am  sure  we  all  lament 
the  death  of  Mr.  Albert  Eberlin,  J.P.,  who  first  served  the 
Institution  as  dispenser  in  1901,  and  after  joining  the  Committee 
in  1905,  was  appointed  a  Trustee  in  1921.  His  excellent  judgment 
in  matters  of  general  policy  and  his  long  and  devoted  service  to 
the  Infirmary  will  be  very  greatly  missed,  and  I  am  sure  that  it 
is  a  happiness  to  know  that  his  son,  Mr.  A.  E.  Eberlin,  M.C.,  has 
accepted  his  father’s  seat  on  the  Committee  of  Management,  and 
that  Mr.  W.  S.  Rothera,  who  has  served  on  the  Committee  since 
1930,  and  whose  name  will  be  known  to  you  all,  has  been 
appointed  a  Trustee  in  the  place  of  the  late  Mr.  Eberlin.  It  is 
a  cause  of  general  regret  that  Mr.  L.  E.  ►Spurrier,  who  acted  as 
Honorary  Treasurer  since  1937,  has  been  obliged,  owing  to  ill- 
health,  to  retire.  I  am  quite  certain  that  this  meeting  will  wish 
to  join  with  the  Committee  in  expressing  its  sincere  gratitude  to 
Mr.  Spurrier  for  his  very  valuable  services.  Mr.  G.  W.  Tett, 
who  succeeds  Mr.  Spurrier  as  the  local  manager  of  Messrs.  Lloyds 
Bank,  has  been  appointed  Honorary  Treasurer  in  his  place.  I 
am  very  glad  to  know  that  Mr.  Tett  is  in  the  room  at  this 
moment,  so  we  welcome  him  very  much  ;  and  not  only  do  we 
welcome  him,  but  I  am  sure  every  one  here  wishes  Mr.  Tett  a 
long  and  happy  term  of  office.  Dr.  G.  Gordon  Napier,  the 
Honorary  Assistant  Surgeon,  is  now  serving  with  His  Majesty’s 
Forces  as  ah  ophthalmic  specialist,  and  I  know  you  all  wish  him 
as  I  certainly  do,  every  success  in  his  new  and  important  duties 
and  a  safe  and  speedy  return  to  his  work  here. 

Finally  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  offering  the  gratitude 
of  the  Committee  and  of  this  meeting  to  the  many  kind  and  good 
friends  who  have  given  special  service  to  the  Infirmary  during 
1940.  I  refer  in  particular  to  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff  whose  skill  and  devotion  it  would  be  impossible  to  praise 
too  highly  ;  then  I  will  also  thank  Sir  Charles  Pain,  the  Honorary 
Auditor,  and  Messrs.  A.  E.  Blake  &  Powell,  Stockbrokers,  for 
making  a  valuation  of  the  investments.  I  would  also  thank,  on 
your  behalf,  all  the  subscribers  and  donors  for  their  continued 
and  generous  help,  especially  in  these  difficult  times.  And, 
finally,  but  by  no  means  least,  would  I  thank  our  good  friend  the 
Matron,  Miss  Drakes,  and  all  the  excellent  and  capable  nurses 
who  work  with  her.  I  would  also  thank  the  House  Surgeon  and 
other  members  of  the  permanent  staff.  I  feel  that  you  will  one 
and  all,  ladies  and  gentl  men,  agree  with  me  that  our  gratitude 
to  them  all  is  heart-felt  and  much  greater  than  I  have  the  time 
or  power  to  express. 

And  now,  thanking  you  for  the  patience  with  which  you 
have  listened  to  me,  I  have  the  greatest  pleasure  in  moving  that 
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the  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  1940,  be  received  and 
adopted,  and  I  call  upon  Alderman  Derbyshire  to  second  the 
motion. 

Alderman  Derbyshire  (Chairman  of  Committee)  said  : 

Once  more  it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  welcome  your  Grace  at  our 
Annual  Meeting,  and  to  recall  the  many  Meetings  we  have  had 
together  and  the  wonderful  words  of  encouragement  you  always 
give  us. 

I  am  sorry  that  the  Lord  Mayor  is  not  with  us.  We  like  to 
see  the  civic  representatives  at  our  gatherings,  and  give  a  hearty 
welcome  to  our  Sheriff,  Mr.  Councillor  Levin. 

As  to  our  finances. 

I  think  they  are  clear.  We  show  a  deficiency  on  the  year  of 
£195,  after  charging  £218  for  depreciation,  which  possibly  may 
not  be  really  necessary.  We  are  very  careful  to  put  all  legacies 
to  Capital  Account,  and  this  year  we  have  added  no  less  than 
£1,893,  bringing  our  total  Capital  to  over  £45,000.  So  although 
we  have  had  the  heaviest  year’s  expenses  on  record,  we  enter  the 
new  year  with  a  cheerful  heart,  knowing  that  this  large  district 
will  support  us  provided  we  keep  up  the  standard  of  our  work. 

There  is  one  item  in  the  Accounts,  however,  to  which  I  wish 
to  call  your  attention — Honorarium  to  Medical  Staff  £674.  Now 
it  would  be  a  very  reasonable  question,  “  If  you  have  an  honorary 
medical  staff,  why  pay  them  ?  ”  and  the  answer  requires  a  little 
explanation,  as  it  raises  an  issue  of  great  importance.  For  80 
years,  the  surgeons  connected  with  this  Infirmary  have  done 
their  work  entirely  without  fee  or  reward  of  any  kind  except  our 
best  thanks.  Certain  small  fees  for  special  work  have  been  paid 
to  them,  but,  with  that  exception,  not  one  penny  piece  has  been 
received  by  them  for  the  enormous  amount  of  ordinary  work 
they  have  done.  A  great  change  has  now  come  over  the  scene. 
The  industrial  population  have  realised  the  heavy  expenditure 
involved  in  hospital  work,  and  have  begun  to  shoulder  the 
responsibility.  The  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme  is  the  result. 
In  Nottingham  and  district  alone,  there  are  no  fewer  than 
137,000  subscribers  who  make  regular  weekly  contributions  and 
expect,  without  question,  to  receive  regular  medical  attention. 
The  scheme,  however,  makes  no  provision  for  the  fees  of  the 
Medical  men.  Is  it  reasonable  that  137,000  of  the  cream  of  the 
industrial  population  should  be  transferred  from  the  category  of 
potential  fee-paying  patients  to  a  panel  of  free  patients  ?  I  say 
“  No.”  I  go  further,  and  say  that  those  who  have  subscribed  to 
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the  Fund  do  not  expect  it.  They  want  to  pay  their  way,  and, 
if  they  were  consulted,  I  feel  sure  that  99%  them  would  agree 
with  all  I  say.  Then  something  must  be  done  about  it.  We 
have  four  Specialists,  and  they  were  much  concerned  when  they 
found  that  such  a  huge  proportion  of  their  patients  was  being 
transferred  to  the  free  list,  but  they  decided  to  give  it  a  trial.  It 
was  after  a  year’s  experience  of  this  trial  that  the  Committee 
asked  them  to  accept  400  guineas  to  be  divided  amongst  them 
as  they  thought  fit. 

I  have  thought  it  best  to  tell  you  candidly  what  we  have 
done,  and  we  hope  you  will  approve. 

There  is  another  matter  too,  of  great  importance. 


That  is  the  question  of  Regional  Committees  for  Hospitals 
generally.  Local  Authorities  are  responsible  for  seeing  that  the 
Hospital  requirements  of  their  district  are  being  adequately  and 
promptly  met.  That  can  only  be  done  by  hearty  co-operation 
between  all  parties,  and  I  am  most  hopeful  that  the  Local 
Authorities,  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  those  in  control  of  the 
Contributory  Schemes  will  get  together  with  this  object  in  view, 
so  that  the  sick  and  the  suffering  may  have  medical  care  and 
kind  and  efficient  nursing,  and  so  enable  them  to  return  to  their 
daily  life  restored  to  their  usual  health.  With  these  remarks,  I 
have  pleasure  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  this  Report.” 

The  Duke  of  Portland  :  I  will  now  ask  anybody  who 
desires  to  do  so,  to  say  what  they  think  about  it  all. 


Mr.  W.  Rose  (L.N.E.R.,  Colwick  Loco.,  Department),  having 
remarked  that  His  Grace  had  always  had  the  Eye  Infirmary  very 
much  at  heart,  said  he  was  delighted  at  the  excellent  way  in 
which  Alderman  Derbyshire  had  explained  the  Report.  All  he 
wanted  to  be  sure  about  was  that  Alderman  Derbyshire  w'as 
thoroughly  satisfied  with  the  way  the  money  was  coming  in. 
The  reason  he  mentioned  that  was  that  the  Society  he  represented 
had  paid  over  to  the  General  Hospital  £468,  which  was  £179 
more  than  the  year  before,  and  he  wanted  Alderman  Derbyshire 
to  look  after  his  special  preserves  and  see  that  he  got  his  share 
towards  the  Eye  Infirmary.  He  also  regarded  as  very  satis¬ 
factory  what  he  had  said  about  the  Honorary  Officers’  honorarium, 
because,  after  all  was  said  and  done,  that  was  what  it  was. 

The  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  was  unanimously 
adopted. 
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Election  of  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Strawbridge  (Hucknall 
Collieries  Accident  Club,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Price  (Langwith 
Colliery),  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland  was  re-elected  President, 
as  were  also  the  Vice-Presidents,  viz.,  Lord  Trent,  Major  T.  P. 
Barber,  Sir  Edward  T.  Le  Marchant,  and  J.  Ashley  Player,  Esq. 

The  Duke  of  Portland  said  it  gave  him  great  pleasure  to 
accept  the  Presidency  once  more  of  this  most  excellent  Institution 
because  it  pulled  its  weight  in  helping  their  fellow  citizens  to 
obtain  help  and  assistance  in  connection  with  their  eyesight. 

Committee  of  Management  and  Hon.  Auditor. 

The  Sheriff  (Councillor  L.  J.  Levin),  said  the  good  work  of 
the  Institution  had  been  carried  on  year  after  year  with  most 
excellent  results  and  he  was  pleased  to  hear  that  an  honorarium 
had  been  given  to  the  honorary  surgeons.  He  was  sure  that  the 
Committee  had  taken  a  very  wise  action.  He  moved  the 
following  resolution  : 

“  That  the  following  be  re-elected  as  the  Committee  of 
Management,  namely  : — Sir  Jesse  Hind,  Messrs.  A. 
Brownsword,  J.  N.  Derbyshire,  A.  E.  Eberlin,  W.  S. 
Rothera,  E.  H.  Wilson,  and  Dr.  T.  B.  Gilbart-Smith, 
together  with  the  following  representatives  of  the  Hospital 
Saturday  Committee  :  Messrs.  J.  W.  Mowl,  W.  R.  Squires 
and  G.  Terry  ;  also  that  Mr.  G.  W.  Tett  be  elected  as  Hon. 
Treasurer,  and  Sir  Charles  J.  Pain,  Chartered  Accountant, 
as  Hon.  Auditor  for  1941.” 

Mr.  E.  Shears  (I.  &  R.  Morley,  Ltd.  (Heanor),  Hospitals 
Services  Fund),  seconded  and  the  resolution  was  unanimously 
carried. 


Medical  Officers’  Election  Committee. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Wells  (Silverhill  Colliery)  proposed  and  Mr.  Arthur 
Brownsword  seconded  the  following  resolution  which  was  carried 
unanimously  : 

“  That  the  following  gentlemen  be  appointed  to  act  with  the 
Committee  of  Management  for  the  election  of  an  Honorary 
Medical  Officer  upon  any  vacancy  occurring,  viz.,  Sir  Louis 
Pearson,  Messrs.  H.  D.  Bright,  H.  H.  Goddard,  J.  L. 
Lewenz,  J.  D.  Marsden,  W.  N.  Parr,  W.  Rose,  W.  O. 
Woodward,  and  a  representative  of  the  Hospital  Saturday 
Committee,  and  of  the  Hospital  Sunday  Committee.” 
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Thanks  to  Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  Hon.  Auditor. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Cousin  (Royal  Ordnance  Factory 
Employees’  Hospital  Fund),  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  Terry  (Nottm.  & 
Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Contributory  Fund),  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  carried  : 

“  That  the  best  thanks  of  the  Governors  be  accorded  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff — Doctors  Thomson  Henderson, 
A.  Christie  Reid,  N.  P.  R.  Galloway,  G.  Gordon  Napier, 
for  their  services  during  the  past  year,  and  also  to  Sir 
Charles  J.  Pain,  Chartered  Accountant,  for  acting  as 
Honorary  Auditor.” 

Thanks  to  the  President,  Matron  and  Staff. 

Mr.  W.  Rose  (L.N.E.  Railway,  Colwick  Loco.  Department), 
moved  the  following  resolution  : 

“  That  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  President, 
(His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland),  for  his  continued  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Infirmary,  and  for  his  services  in  the 
Chair  ;  and  to  the  Matron  (Miss  F.  M.  Drakes),  and  the 
Staff.” 

Mr.  J.  Mowl  (Nottingham  &  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday 
Contributory  Fund)  seconded. 

Dr.  Thomson  Henderson,  at  the  request  of  the  Duke, 
supported.  As  regards  the  President,  he  remarked,  no  words  of 
his  would  be  adequate  to  describe  His  Grace’s  interest  in  the 
Infirmary,  while  in  respect  of  the  Matron  and  the  nursing  staff 
he  thought  the  success  of  the  work  of  the  medical  staff  was,  after 
all,  entirely  due  to  their  devoted  share. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  and  enthusiastically 
carried. 

The  Duke  of  Portland  thanked  the  speakers  and  the  meeting 
for  so  kindly  passing  the  vote  of  thanks.  His  Grace  assured  the 
meeting  that  he  required  no  thanks  ;  rather  it  was  himself  who 
should  propose  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  meeting  for  giving  him  the 
opportunity  of  once  more  coming  to  take  the  chair.  On  his  own 
behalf— and  he  thought  he  might  say  also  on  behalf  of  Miss 
Drakes  and  the  staff — he  thanked  the  meeting  for  its  kindness 
and  the  speakers  for  the  cordiality  of  their  remarks.

Eberlin,  J.P.,  the  Infirmary  has  lost  a  true,  and  loyal  friend. 
The  late  Mr.  Eberlin  was  first  associated  with  the  work  of  the 
Infirmary  in  1901  as  dispenser  ;  he  joined  the  Committee  four 
years  later,  and  was  appointed  a  Trustee  in  1921.  His  sound 
judgment  in  matters  affecting  the  management  of  the  hospital 
and  the  many  services  he  willingly  rendered  will  be  greatly 
missed.

3.  To  fill  the  vacancy  thus  arising,  Mr.  Eberlin’s  son,  Mr. 
A.  E.  Eberlin,  M.C.,  F.R.I.B.A.,  has  been  invited  to  join  the 
Committee  of  Management.

4.  Mr.  W.  S.  Rothera,  a  member  of  the  Committee  since 
1930,  has  been  appointed  to  serve  as  a  Trustee  in  place  of  the 
late  Mr.  A.  Eberlin. 

Honorary  Treasurer. 

5.  Since  the  end  of  the  year,  the  retirement,  owing  to 
continued  ill-health,  of  Mr.  L.  E.  Spurrier  has  necessitated  a 
change  in  the  position  of  Honorary  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  records  its  appreciation  of  Mr.  Spurrier’s 
services  since  1937,  and  trusts  that  his  health  will  rapidly 
improve.  Mr.  G.  W.  Tett,  who  succeeds  Mr.  Spurrier  as  local 
Manager  of  Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.,  has  been  appointed  Honorary 
Treasurer  in  his  place. 


Statistics. 

6.  In  spite  of  difficulties,  and  alterations,  in  routine  neces¬ 
sitated  by  the  War,  the  work  of  the  Infirmary  has  continued 
during  the  year  without  undue  interruption.

A  considerable  number  of  cases  has  been  treated  under  the 
Scheme  of  Emergency  Medical  Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
but  the  Committee  is  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
additional  work  thereby  caused  has  not  interfered  with  the 
treatment  of  ordinary  civilian  cases. 

A  table  of  statistics  is  appended  from  which  the  work 
performed  during  1940  can  be  compared  readily  with  previous 
years. 

The  number  of  attendances  made  by  Out-patients  shows  a, 
decline  for  the  second  year  in  succession,  and  the  figure  of 
Foreign  Bodies  removed  and  Casualties,  also  is  reduced  quite 
substantially.  Transport  restrictions  and  the  “  black-out  ”  are 
the  probable  main  causes  of  these  decreases. 

The  admission  of  824  patients  to  the  General  Wards,  the 
highest  annual  total  ever  recorded  and  of  80  patients  to  the 
Private  Wards  is  an  indication  that  much  useful  work  has  again 
been  performed.

Finance. 

7.  Income.  The  total  ordinary  income  for  the  year  was 
£8,043  an  increase  of  £722,  over  the  preceding  twelve  months 
which  was  itself  a  record  high  total. 

The  receipts  from  General  Subscriptions  and  Donations 
were  well  maintained  at  £772,  but  those  from  workpeople  and 
their  Societies,  and  similar  organisations  again  fell  substantially, 
and  at  £1,499,  are  only  half  of  the  amount  received  in  1938. 
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This  decrease  is  brought  about  by  the  diversion  into  the 
Nottingham  and  Notts.  Hospital  Saturday  Contributory  Fund 
of  subscriptions  previously  paid  direct  to  the  Infirmary. 

The  loss,  however,  was  more  than  made  up  by  the  amounts 
received  from  the  Nottingham  Contributory  Fund,  which  totalled 
£3,045.  The  Committee  has  allocated  some  portion  of  this  to 
the  Hon.  Surgeons  in  recognition  of  the  great  amount  of  work 
performed,  often  to  the  detriment  of  their  private  practices. 


Expenditure. 

The  ordinary  expenditure  totalled  £7,235,  an  increase  of 
£C96.  The  extraordinary  expenditure  amounted  to  £1,004,  as 
against  £1,115,  thus  giving  a  total  expenditure  for  the  year  of 
£8,238,  as  compared  with  £7,654  in  1939. 

The  all-round  increase  in  the  cost  of  living,  the  larger 
number  of  In-patients  admitted  and  the  use  of  25  Regent  Street 
as  a  Nurses’  Home  for  a  full  twelve  months,  have  all  combined 
in  creating  this  record  expenditure. 

The  resulting  excess  of  Expenditure  over  Income  is  £195. 
In  1 939  a  deficit  of  £332  accrued.

The  Committee  extends 
to  him  its  best  wishes  and  hopes  for  a  quick  return  to  his  peace¬ 
time  duties  at  the  Infirmary.

10.  In  concluding  this  Report,  the  Committee  again  takes 
the  opportunity  to  express  grateful  and  appreciative  thanks  to 
all  the  many  friends  of  the  Infirmary  for  the  continuance  of  their 
warm-hearted  and  generous  interest,  particularly  to  the  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  Donors  for  their  practical  support  by  means  of 
which  the  varied  tasks  before  the  Committee,  requiring  much 
consideration  and  foresight,  are  made  lighter. 

Thanks  are  accorded  also  to  all  those,  many  of  them  un¬ 
known  by  name,  who  have  rendered  services  to  the  Infirmary 
in  one  way  or  another,  during  the  year,  especially  having  in 
mind  Sir  Charles  Pain,  F.C.A.,  the  Honorary  Auditor,  and 
Messrs.  A.  E.  Blake  &  Powell,  Stockbrokers,  for  preparing  a 
valuation  of  the  investments,  and  to  Matron  (Miss  F.  M.  Drakes) 
for  the  efficient  way  in  which  she  has  discharged  her  varied 
duties  :  to  the  House  Surgeon  and  other  members  of  the  Staff.

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  FEES 

The  Committee  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Recommendations  are  available  for  the  year  of  issue  and  following 
year  only,  and  that  out-of-date  forms  cannot  be  accepted. 

The  Committee  earnestly  request  Subscribers  to  make  en¬ 
quiries  into  the  financial  and  other  circumstances  of  those  applying 
to  them  for  Recommendations,  and  to  issue  them  only  to  urgent  or 
necessitous  cases.  Undue  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the 
honorary  services  of  the  Surgeons  and  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  by  those  in  a  position  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  in 
respect  of  School  Children  for  whom  special  provision  is  made 
by  the  State. 

Four  Out-Patient  Recommendations  are  given  for  eaoh 
Subscription  of  One  pound. 

Out-Patients  requiring  Medicine,  &c.,  must  pay  3d.  for  each 
week  they  remain  on  the  books,  or  else  produce  a  second  Recom¬ 
mendation  from  a  Subscriber. 

In-Patients  are  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  an  Hon. 
Surgeon,  and  are  required  to  pay  Is.  6d.  per  day,  in  advanoe 
towards  the  cost  of  Board,  Washing  and  Nursing,  unless  financial 
responsibility  is  accepted  by  the  patient’s  Contributory  Fund,  or 
by  a  Public  Authority,  &c.  Arrangements  may  be  made  for  this 
fee  to  be  paid  direct  by  the  employer,  or  other  person  interested 
in  the  patient. 

Patients  who  are  members  of  a  Contributory  Scheme  must 
produce  a  Voucher  for  hospital  treatment  issued  by  their  Secretary 
or  Collector,  instead  of  an  Infirmary  Recommendation,  otherwise 
charges  will  be  made. 

PRIVATE  PATIENTS. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  wards,  a  limited  number  of 
beds  are  available  for  private  patients  of  limited  means. 
Application  for  the  use  of  these  should  be  made  through  one  of 
the  Infirmary  Surgeons  to  the  Matron.  The  inclusive  charge  is 
13/6  per  day  for  a  room  with  one  bed,  or  10/-  per  day  each  patient 
for  a  room  with  two  beds  ;  patients  must  make  their  own 
arrangements  with  the  surgeon  as  regards  his  fees  for  operating, 
&c.,  and  with  the  Anaesthetist  and  other  Specialists. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

Subscribers  are  respectfully  informed  that  their  Subscriptions 
become  due  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year 
(Rule  6),  and  that  much  trouble  would  be  saved  by  their  forwarding 
the  amount  to  the  Secretary,  or  to  Lloyds  Bank,  Ltd.,  Market 
Place,  Nottingham,  as  early  thereafter  as  possible.
